Ont., who commanded the 15th Battalion, C.E.F., 
was threatened yesterday with imprisonment for contempt of court 
and ordered to leave the witness stand. To-day the colonel was 
ejected from the - courtroom by order of Mr. Justice Hugh E. Rose, 
the presiding judge.

December 33 In the" Columbia Theatre. 
Victoria, the murder charge waa read 
to him. the following morning, and 
he was warned In the presence of Vic¬ 
toria and Vancouver polite officers 
The accused, according to Thomas H. 
Bamford. detective of the Victoria 
police, saying he had not killed any 
man, explained he had been released 
from Jail In July, left Vancouver four 
or five week* later, and was in Victoria 
on November 5. and had been there 
three or four months. He had registered 
In Victoria under the name of Lee 
Wing, although hi* correct name was 
Leung Chong. 

The evidence was admitted, over Mr. 
Henderson's objection. Counsel con¬ 
tended the accused had not been 
properly warned before he was ques¬ 
tioned.

respondence which has been exchanged be¬ 
tween the Canadian and United States governments 
reveals the fact that a basis of negotiation in respect 
of *the St. Lawreftce waterway project Jus been 
reached. It was not to be supposed that both coun~ 
tries would agree to every detail with respect to 
the manner in which these negotiations should be 
conducted. 1 be Canadian Government, for in¬ 
stance, is of the view that an agreement should be 
reached first on the engineering phases of the prob¬ 
lem before the financial and economic phases are 
dealt with. The United States Government, how¬ 
ever, would prefer an agreement to be reached on 
finance at once becatue it is not worried about a 
solution of the engineering problem which the scheme 
involves. At the same time, the Washington authori¬ 
ties are willing to concede the Canadian standpoint, 
and would agree to the calling together of the en¬ 
gineering organizations without delay. From the in¬ 
ternational point of view, therefore, no apparent 
stumbling blocks b.ar the way to an agreement on 
the principle of co-operation. 

Very naturally such an undertaking requires a 
great deal of consideration. Canada's financial obli¬ 
gation. including such policies as those to which she 
already is committed and upon which a large amount 
of money has been spent to date, would total $400,- 
630,000 and that of the United States is estimated 
at $383,183,000. Details of these expenditures are 
set out as follows:

P.E.I. Liquor Act 

To Be Amended 


Charlottetown. PXJ.. April 18—No¬ 
tice of the following amendment* to 
the Prohibition Act of Prince Edward 
Island has been given In the Legisla¬ 
ture by Premier A. C. Saunders: 

1. The unlawful drinking of liquor

To Market Success 

If. at tiroes. British Columbia has 
I difficulty In marketing Its always ep- 
; pctlelng fruits, what would be thought 
of the difficulty of marketing a fruit 
which matures twelve months of the 
i year, yet Is normally In demand only 
1 during two seasons—when colds srs 
prevalent In Winter and when the days 
are hot In Summer? That la the case 
with the lemon—a steady production 
with but a seasonal demand. 

California has to face the lemon 
problem. Last year It was one of flvs 
or six million boxes, each of about 
! double the weight of a box of apples.^, 

| The greater portion were marketed ed' 
fresh fruit. Not only so. but they 
were profitably marketed. How? By 
| finding new uses for them and by a 
1 steady and continuous advertising pro- 
• gramme to create consumer acceptance. 

It is by advertising that the Call- 
I fornla producers have solved the prob¬ 
lem of marketing their continually In¬ 
creasing production — advertising, 
backed by concentrated thought on 
way* and means of increasing con¬ 
sumption. 

Consider, for. Instance, the work of 
| the California rrutt Growers' Exchange.- 
: which markets the products of its grow. 

, era under the well-known ”8unkist*l 
brand. Last year Its assessment for 
l advertising per box of oranges was 
'four and one-half cents. This, year-It 
is five cents. On lemons last year 
1 it was seven cents. This year It is 
; ten cents. On the expected output in 
1928 theee total well qver $1,000,000 

There Is nothing of a hit or miss na¬ 
ture about this. Their plans are all 
7 t*ld snd being carried out to-day— 
were laid, Indeed, months ago Such 
i colored plate that Is to be usgd In 
the women's magazines, such as “The 
Ladles' Home Journal,” "Oood House¬ 
keeping.”'“Pictorial Review" and others; 
each black-and-white reproduction for 
newspapers and trade Journals, is al¬ 
ready on file. Not only ao. but It la 
already decided how many times each 
shall be run. how many Inches of space 
| It shall occupy and In what news¬ 
papers. 

This Information Is not merely kept 
on file. It ’Is reproduced In a book 
of flfty-°b« page*, of the size of "Satur¬ 
day Evening Post." so that officers, 
district and local exchanges, members, 
selling force and agents may know 
what is being planned As an indica¬ 
tion of the care which is taken, the 
exchange members may learn the cir¬ 
culation of each newspaper used snd 
! th* Iramber of lines taken therein. 
They may know ^ the total number 
of families in any city from Boston 
to Ban Francisco, the number who pay 
Income tax and the circulation of the 
newspaper and magazine campaign. 
Efforts are proportioned to possibili¬ 
ties. 

But this information Is not Intended 
merely for the producer. It is to hearten 
and enthuse the entire sales force— 
down to the retailer, who knows that 
his own individual efforts are being 
supported by nation-wide advertising 
plans. 

Reliance Is placed not only on adver¬ 
tising. but the principle is adopted of . 
bringing the product before the con¬ 
sumer in an ever-increaalng number 
of ways. A department of fresh fruit 
drinks is maintained, the chief busi¬ 
ness of which is to sell the fruit Juioe 
extractors, now familiar to all dwellers 
In or visitors to cities, including Cana. * 
dlan cities 

Then there Is the dealer servloe de¬ 
partment. which la ”a clearing-house 
of the liveliest sure-fire information on 
> better buying, selling and displaying 
I of citrus fruit.” It sims to strengthen 
the hands of the retailers. 

Magazine "health-talks’* have else 
been brought Into use. and a national 
! campaign on “aocidosls” la under way. 

Now you begin to eee how the mar¬ 
keting problem of lemons coming from 
1 the tree twelve months out of. the yastf - _. 
Vos largely solved. Lemons — "beet 
form” with tea! Lemons—for pies! 
Lemons—with fish I Lemons—for your 
fingers! Lemons—as a hair cleanser! 
"Buy them by the dozen!” And yet 
there was s surplus of lemons. What 
was done with them will be told later. 
Advertising made a profitable market, 
even in competition with Imported 
lemons from Spain and Sicily, which 
! are nearly always available. 

There Is a moral In this for the 
British Columbia fruit producer Cali¬ 
fornia grows chiefly citrus fruits The 
deciduous fruit grown in British Co¬ 
lumbia Is smong the beat In the world 
and we should tell 1$ so. For this 
special purpose the Legislature, at its 
last session, authorized the Interior 
Committee of Direction to promote the 
fruit and vegetable Industry by com- 
| piling, publishing, distributing and 
furnishing information with respect 
thereto. The will be Its added re¬ 
sponsibility In 1928. 


Science Begins to Get 
Real Facts on Glands 

By DR. MORRIS FISHBEIN 

Medical science Is beginning to ac¬ 
cumulate more and more Information 
shorn the glands and the manner In 
-arhich .they and t l wk w iwtl— a ft ac l 
the general condition of the body. 

When lt^ first began to be realised 
how Important were the functions of 
such t i ssues ae the thyroid, the hypo¬ 
physis. the parathyroid, the pancreas, 
the adrenals and other glandular or¬ 
gans. philosopher physicians began to 
develop ail aorta of queer notions re- 
! gardlng the Importance of these tis¬ 
sues to the human body. 

{ After the first flights of fancy 
passed, however, reaaearch workers lu 
laboratories began to study simple 
problems and to accumulate real facta 
of Importance In understanding tbese 
mysterious glands. 

For Instance, the glands known aa 
j the adrenals, which Us Just above the 
; kidneys, are sometimes destroyed by 
serious disease. When this occurs, tna 
person Is likely to develop a condition 
known aa Addison's disease. In which 
there Is usually great weakness, dizzi¬ 
ness. shortness of breath, loss oi 
weight, soreness of the Joints, and grad¬ 
ual breaking down of the human body. 

Usually the skin becomes pigmented 
and turns to a sort of bronze color 
In the absence of the secretion of ths 
adrenal glands, the person Is likely to 
die. 

The hypophyls Is a small gland lylnf 
near the brain. Its overgrowth may be 
associated with peculiar changes In the 
structure of the body. Giantism and 
dwarfism are not Infrequent in rela¬ 
tion to changes In this gland 

The pancreas secretes the substance 
thst Is Important In the handling of 
sugar by ths body. Destruction of por¬ 
tions of the cells of the pancreas re¬ 
sults In diabetes. t 

Tbs thyroid gland Is associated with 
goitre. Changes In ths sex. glands 
result in anomalies being developed 
which are of great interest. 

Ths extracts of these glands seem to 
have important effects on tho body* 
in soma cases Unfortunately, ths 
American market is flooded with pre¬ 
parations of glands and extracts t iet 
are worthless.
